Thus - About fix- years fince one Soſomaen , ( an 1ndjen-Schollar 
and Miniſter ) having ſpent ſome years in the Study of Divinity , 
ting by that time judged capable of Preaching the Goſpel, was by 
the Authority of Plyz0uth ſent to Preach to King Philip, he with ſome 
ſeeming - kind of Devotion, heard him for a while at ſeveral times; 
ang kowever his Zeal was in outward appearance, yet all that time, 
and 2 good while before, he, with ſeveral of his own men, had a Conſpiracy 
to cut off the Engliſh thereabouts, and ſcrupled not to make the buſineſs * 
known to Soſoman, as ſuppoſing he might be of great uſe tro him, in the car- 
rying.on that bloody delign, whereupon this Soſomen ſoon after makes - 
this thi ng known to the Governor of New- Plymouth. Collony,.Foſiah Winflow 
Eſq, King Phil;p (uſpe&ing he either would divulge, or had already made 
known thus ſecret to the Engliſh,took Councel to kill this $oſomgn; where-. 
fore in order thereunto, one day, as he ſat fiſhing by a River: fide, two or 
three 1ad:axs came and-barbarouſly Marchered, him in the place g where- 
upan, as ſoon as the Governor and Councel of Plymouth heard thereof, ſear 
and cook the ſais Murtherers; asalſo a ſmall Party went co King Philip and 
brought him and moſt of his chief men to Plymouth,. and there Examined 
them, 2nd had ſeveral} meetings in. Conſalcation. about the buſineſs ; bur 
King Philipbehaved himſelf very uncivilly (like a Heathen,) however due 
proof could-not be produced againſt him, and he.nor his Men not having 
yerſhedany Engliſh Blood after his encring into a League of Peace with che 
Engliſh, was diſmiſt ; only the Murtherers afcer alegal Condemnation were 
Hanged. Here lies the occaſion of our preſent difference, which I have

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The next day; 3dour Noon, they come toa large Swamp, whith by rea- 
icon of 'the Froſt all the Night before, they: were capable of going over 
(which elſe theycould nor have done) they forthwith in one body entered 
the ſaid Swamp, and in the midft thereof was a piece of firm Land, of about 
three or foarAcres of ground, whereon the 1ndjazs had built a kind of a Fort, 
being Paliſado'd'round, and within that a clay Wall, as alſo felled down a- 
buridance of Trees to lay'quite round the ſaid Fort, but they had nor quite 
finiſhed the aid work : The Generalplaced Capr. Meſeley in the Front, to 
enter the Fort, and the'reſt of the Companies were placed according to diſ- 
cretion: Tn their march they met with three 72d74ns ſent ont as Scouts, 
whom they thot dead atfight thereof : as ſoon 25 ever the Iniians faw out 
Ariny coineing, they thot as faſt #s ever they could, and ſoour Men did the 
Tke. 'Before our Men could come up'to rake pollefſion of the Fort, the 1»- 
Yfans had ſhot three Bullets _— oy Davewpert, whereupon he bled 
exneamly, and immediatly catted for his Lieutenant, Mr, Zdward Ting, 
and commited the charge ofthe Cotnpany ro him, and deſired him ro take 
Ee of his Gun, and deliver iraccording to order, and immediatly died in 
the place3 his Compaby weteextrearnly grieved at his death, in regard he 
ivas ſo.courteous to them z for he being Commander of that Company, be- 
longing to Cambridge and Watertown, Sc. was'a Stranger to molt of them 
and at the crime that hecame torake pofſeſſion of his Company, he made a 
very civil fpeech tothem, and alſo gave them free liberty ro chooſe their 
Seijeanits themſelves, 'which pleaſed them very well, and accordingly did 
ſo; and it is very probable the 7»didvs might think that Cape. Davenport 
was the Getteral, becauſe tie had a'yery good Buff Suit on ar that time, and

- 'In# ſhort eime our Forces entred, the Fort , Captain Aſoſe/ey being in 
the Front, ' the 7#&«o+ktowing him ay well, many dire&ed their ſhot to 
him, as he afterwards told the General that he believed he ſaw 50. aig ar 
bim :"As'ſoon 2s he ang they had ennied the Fort; he'eſpied x heap of above 
50. T)4izws lay deadin corner, which the 1ndjaps had gathered together , 
as ſoofiistver our Men had entred the Fort, the 7»dJans fled,” our men 
Killed mitrfy'! of thetn, a$alſo of their Wives and Children, amongſt which, 
an'Tndidn'Black-Stith '( the only van amongſt them ) thar fitted their

order, The Retrear'was no ſooner' beaten, 'and the 'Sonldiers were in a 
Mwvchiog*poſtare, before they were got all out of the Fore, a thouſand 
_ freſhmlfans ſeton our Men, datinan hours time the 1ndjeys were forced 
10 Rerrtac' and Fhe-: Our Men, as near as they can judge , way have 
kill&#'abour 600; Indian'Men, befides Women and Children:' Many. mote 
T#4ians were killed 'which we could have no account of,” by reaſon that 
they wonld carry away as many dead 1ndians as they could. Our men be- 
fore*they had beenſeron by the freſh 7v4ians, had fer fire to moſt of the 
'Waggons in and abont the Fort (which were gear 1000, inall,) how m2- 
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ny were burnt down they could not tell poſitively , only thus z _ That they 
Marched above three miles from the Fort by the ligbc of the Fires. Here 
is an Account of the number of Engliſh-men flain by the ndians in this 
Engagement.

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Ic may not be amiſs to acquaint you rhat the Night before the Fight was, 
and all chat day, and the night aſter, there fell ſuch-an extraordinary Snow 
char che like hath nor been known for many years; and in regard that we 
had no Poſt come from our Army for 4. or 5, days, many fears aroſe a- 
mongſt us that our men were loſt either by the Enemy, or the Snow, which 
made many an hearc-ake amongſt us: But ſo it was, that which we feared 
would ſpoilus, did very much diſable the, Enemy , for we. having. burnc 


Jown almoſt alltheir Wigwams, as alſo*all their Corn that we could find, 


they thereby have leſs'ſhelter and leſs ſubſiſtence left them, which miſery 
of theirs is much aggravated by that great Snow, The Fight being over, 
our men Retreated toMr. Swith's Hooſe, where: the Noble General gave 
Order that the Wounded and Sick ſhould firſt of all be cared for, which 
was done accordingly 3 and chat they might have the better Accomodation 
in the Honſe, the General himſelf lay in a Barn'belonging to the ſaid Houſe. 
Care is now taken to raiſe a 1000, menmoxe toattend the General, which 
will ſuddenly march; what the ifſue will be the Lord knows. 

King Philip ſuppoſing that Hafield, a Town on Coneicot-River ; was 
very:thin of men, he drew together 7 or 800, of his 7»d/ans, among which 
they had ſeveral Horſes, and ſaddenly entred the Town on the 19th. of 
Ottober, 1675. which: after they had ſer on Fire in three places, they di- 
vided themlelves into two.bodtes, and began to a& ſeveral Cruelties, on 
the Inhabitants : The Engliſh by their dilligence.ſoon quenched the fires y 
and making up a body of 200. men, moſt of which-were newly come into 
the Town, they fel oh the 7»dians with a grear deal of fury, and after two 
hours Fight, compelled the_7»di«ws to leave the/Town with more haſt than 
ghey encred ;- the Engliſh having flain about 100, 7»dians, with very little 
loſs tothemſelyes, purſued the reſt to the River-fide, where many were 
drowned that could not-ſwim to the farthgr fide, 'Aﬀter this Fight, Phils 
and his 1ndij«ns fled to the Narr anſes, which cauſed the Counſel of 
Maſſachuſets to publiſh in Print” is emonſtrance before ſpoken of. - ' -?

him;Hoping of the like Pflie,whtch upon the ik tax 
about four years ſince. we byGods goodhand obfain- 
ed. But our Meſſengers arrtvingat Swanzy, | e 
Way towards ?h/#, d divers Eneliſh Muythered 
on the Road, and were infozmed by the Engliſh there, 
of divers Hoſki(tfies of Pe age, Which renee _ 
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Defign and their Negottation hopel _—_ tohich 
they returned, Etnfozmed us as-aboveſaitd, where- 
upon our Fozces began-their mareh in Ad of onr 
Friends at Plymouch ; and Having driven Philip from 
his Country, we being infozmed that the Narcaganſcs 
Þarboured h(s ygomen, 'and aided him With men, use 
o2dered our Souldters to march to Narraganler, tn or- 
der to keep them qutet, and pzevent their ſuccouring 
oz harbouring:the Enemy : Where, after ſome delay, 
they were dravon to conſent to our demands, pzomte- 
ling neither to entertainno2 aſſiſt ourEnemtes. which 
they ſince confirmed in a Treaty with the Commiſſco- 
ners of the Colonies ; Further engaging that they 
would deliver all thoſe of ”--/ip- party, that upon his 
Routnear $caconeck, 02 ſince, were fledto them ; bur 
have failed in every particular. 
. Pou may alſo take notice, That befoze any of our 
DSouldfrs marched to Mounc-Hope, Wwe were very 
careful tounderſtand the ſtate of the Nipner-1ndians.to 
rind ag deſign,*+ e thoſe Indians, therefoze 
diſpatched twa Meſſengers well known to them, 
tocertifie them of Pbi/;y- motion Ft of our deſire tokeep 
amity & friendſhip withthem, accozding tothe Cove- 
nants made with them long ſince. no ways Uolated 
on our part. And by the ſaid Meſſengers, received fatr 
returns trom the moſt of them, beingin z0,02 12.ÞPlan- 
tations. Some of them pzetended fear of us: Foz thetr 
further ſatisfaction (when our Fozces were ſent aut 
gainft ?-/ip) we to ſatisfie © ſecure them, ſent them 
by tphraim Curcice,*a Declaration under the Publick 
Seal,that we had no deſign oz intent to diſturb them,

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- Soon after this diſpatch, & befoze P,bilips flying from 
Pocaſſer, AND march-up towards the Nipncr Country, 
ſomeof the ſatd Nipnec-[-4i2z« Afſaulted © flevy 'S 
of our people at Meodam; whereupon Captain Hutchigz 
ſon botth aſmallGuard, was ſent upto the ſatg Nipner- 
Indians, (if poſſible to-keep them quiet) who init 
at Q:iabaog; twhereabouts was a Randezvous. of the 
1adians, And having ſent to them;they pzomiſedf0m 
hun th a certain place, whither he at the time rep 
(ng,found not the 1-4-5; and being UKqUraghy Pp the 
Engliſh of Quabaog, that the lndians Were ptactable;'&<:- 
he advanced fozward towards the place of the logians 
Randezvous toLreat them: But in the way,was by 
Ambuſcado treacheroufly way-latd,by which himſelf, 
with ſeveral others were Wounded and flatn, the Eng- 
liſh of Quabaog tmmedtatly Aſſaulted, and the Town, 
except one Houle, totally deſtroyed ; at which time, as 
we underſtand, Philip alſo with his bzoken party came 
np to the ſatd 1-4i2ns, # upon the firſt; oz immediately 
befoze the arrival of the Fozces, we ſent up foz theRe- 
lief of thoſe of Q1abaog, Philip and his whole crew re- 
treated (as we then feared, and afterwards were in- 
fozmed) towards Conecticor-River,tzom whence Re- 
cruiting himſelf with Ammunition from Albany, and 
with men, partly from the treacherous Indians about 
Hailly and Spring- field, tOohave pzoſecutedhis firſt deſign 
to Ruine and deſtroy the Engliſh, And notwithſtand- 
m- the oppoſition of our Fozces, hath done much 
mifchtef and ſpoil; and ſince the Repulſe he received 
at Hacfield, totthdrevo into the Nipacc- Country, and 
lince that as Wwe underſtand) towards the Narragan- 
ſecs, Who we do conclude, Have favoured, abetted, 
and aſſiſted htm therein ; and by entertaining and 
harbouring our Enemies, have dealt falfly andperfi-

Y laſt 'to you beared Date the 21ſt. of December, 1675, wherein 
M I gave you a true Account of the ſtate of oor Aﬀeairs in News 
England, particularly of the Engagement of our Forces: with 
the 1ndians onthe 19th, of December, 11675. andthe number 
ofthe Slain and Wounded, TI ſhall now continue my Intelligence according 
tro your requeſt, and my promiſe, and give you a true Account of all tran 
ations here (worth your information }) fince the forefaid 19th, of De: 
cember. J e's 4 
Our wounded men (thanks be ro God) are moſt of them pretry wellre- 
covered, and only Caprain Sealy is dead that T can hear of. + By ſome 
Indian-Priſoners, lately taken, we are certainly informed that they had 
355. men killed outright, beſides ſeveral-burat in'their Waggons, with 
, Women and Children, and 180, wounded, many of which ate fince dead, 
particularly Sachem © uaxepins Brother, who -was'a man of great Com-. 
mand among the 1ndians. That Night the 1ndians left the place whete'the 
Fight was, and Retreated 5. miles farther into the Country, MNinecroft 
anold Sachem in that Country, who hath hicherto contindged Neuter, - and 
neither aſſiſted the 1»d7ans nor us;' ſent ſome of his: men the next day, and 
Buried the dead 7ndians, and as many of the Zygliſbas were left behind 
dead, 210211 N26? 0 
On the 23. and 24th. of Decembey,' the 1#dians ſent ſome Commiſſkoners 
to our General to Treat of Peace; Which they: had-no mind cofconculde; 
but we ſoon perceived it was only to prevent our falling upon them, an' to 
gain chemſelves wore time to remove their Army and Proviſion twenty 
miles farther into. the Country, to ſome Rocks where'we could not ger at 
them withour great danger. Although-out General knew this, he was defi- 
eous to keep the Treaty on foot by 'reaſon the' Fotces of the Collony of 
: D © Conneftices 
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Conne@1cot had left our Army, and we-ae home to recruic, and thoſe (up- 
plies from Boſfoz, that are daily expeRed, not being yer Arrived, our Arm 
was-aot in4 condition to make any new attempts on the Enemy ; bur hat 
not the Connetticor Forces left our Army, we had hopes that we miphe 
have compelled the Enemy to yield roour mercy. During this time, our 
Forces foraged the Country, and brought in great quantities of Indian- 
Corn to the Army, _ 

Aboutthe beginning of Fannary , the Forces from Boſton that were ſent 
to Reinfggce our Army arrived at Nerraganſet, where onr Army then lay : 
the brathn coldneſs bf the Seaſon had eighrly comm ed them in 
theirMa;th ; they loſt Eleaven of their Men'on their march, chat were 
frozen to death, and brought many others fick and diſheartned with the ex- 
tream coldnefs of the Seaſon: they were joyfully received by the Army, 
and ſoon after them the.ConneRicot Farces came tothe Army, having Re- 
inforced their Companies with ſome freſh men, and brooghc wich them 
Hnkus anOld Sachem,who dwelt in the ConneFicot juriſdiation z he brought 
yon ſome Companies of his-own 1ndians. to the: affiſtance of the 
Engliſh, | & Þ " 

The Winter being now broke up, and the Snow and Ice a!l gone, our 
Army conſiſting in all of x600.- men, began their March ta the Rocks, 
where the 1ndiazs were fled for proteQion'; bur in their way, they had in- 
teligence that 300, Zadians had beenat Patoxit, an Engliſh Plantation on 
the Xaxragenſes Bay, | where they had burns Mr. Caypenters Cotn and Hay, 
and. all bjs Houles,j except his dwelling Houſe , which likewiſe they had ſer 
res but! ie was again-quenched by ſome Exgliſb-chat were in it : They 

wile deove away' with them 180. Sheep, 50. head of large Cattle, 
and 1:5, Hopiſes : Belides; they took much Cactel from young Mr. Harri, 
and killed a Negroe-Servant of his; and having done this miſchief, returned 
home with their Booty. 

- Qur Army being Arrived in Pambarr's Country, an Indian Sachem, we 
burnt his Town, and þadi 2 ſmall-Reincounter with ſome of his 1nd:azs, 
where-we woonded hiacbief Capaain ,2»44v»/b on the knee, and killed five 
of his Mea,and had four of our Cemned cor men wounded. 

Our Scaurs- brought-in;Priſoner' one Tift, a Renegadoe Engliſh man, 
who haying received adeſerved puniſhment from our General, deſerted our 
Army, and fled to the Enemy, where he had good entertainment, and 
was again ſent out by them with ſome of their Forces , he was ſhot in the 
Kaee by: our Scouts, and-then taken before he could diſcharge his Musker, 
which was taken from him and found deep charged, and laden with Slugs : 
He was byoughe ro-our Army. and Tryed by a Counſel of War, where be 
pretended that he was taken Priſoner by the 1»diens, and by them com- 
pelled ro. beer Arms intheir Service 3: but this being proved to; be falſe, he 
- > to be Hanged and'Quartered , which was accordingly 


.--Our Army beztthe indiens from the foreſaid Rocks, and purſued them 
* maſt as far as Nacbee,iawhich purſuic we killed about 60. or 70. of them, 
nd found many ofthe Matts ſcattered in the way, with whichchey cover 
heir Honſes, which we ſuppoſe they could noc carry with chem by rea- 
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ſon of onr cloſe purſuit, Some Priſoners taken from them, inform us, that 
their body conſiſts of 4000, whereof 1800, were Fighting Men, half of 
which wanted Arms, that they were in great want of Powder, and greater 
want of Proviſions. L 

Proviſion growing ſcarce in our Army, and the Egemy having cleanſed 
the Country of things that mighe tend- to- ons Relief, our General reſolved 
co purſue them no farther, bar to haſten' homewatds, which accordingly 
was done with what ſpeed we could, but the ſcarcity of Yieuals daily en- 
creafing, we were forcedto kill ſeveral of our 'Horſes for our Suſtenance. 
Oar General difmiſt the Conneicor-Men,and ſent them home the neareſt 
way, and Old fntas and his 7ndiansalong with ther, They proved very 
faichful in our Service, and were well treated by us. Our General havi 
left 60, men in Garriſon at Mr, Sm##hs Houſe, at Narraganſer, where the 
* Fight was on the 19th, of December,came home by the way of Malborough: 
Many of our Souldiers are troubled with the Flex, of which oor General is 
One. . . 
King Philip hath not yer been at Naryeg uſer, 2s we feaedy but isretired 
with his Men near 4/bany, where he hath kept his Winter Quarters, We 
very much fear the 7»d:ans falling on our Out-Towns this Spring, which. 
if x fo ſhould, would extreamly damnifie us. | 

Our Frieftid Mr. H. 0. went out again into the Army, before he was 
cured of his old wound, and hath received another on his Elbow-joynt, which 
* we fear will cauſe him to loſe his Arm; if nor his Life. Our Enemies 
are yet very Unmercifal; ſparing ao perſons life that they can Maſter.. 

- TI ſee no likelihood of any Peace, but much fear owe Wars are far from an 
end: Our Trade to Yirginzs is quite decayed, not one Veſfel having gone 
from hence chicher ſince the Wars began; but by a ſmall Veſſel Arrived 
here from thence, weare informed char the 7ndians have fallen unexpeted 
on the Engliſh, and deſtroyed many of them, and done much harm with 
very lictle lofs to themſe]ves, but this report finds very lirtle credie with us 3 
by the next Shiping I ſhall (God willing) give you a farther Acconnr.of 
our Afﬀairs, and in the-mean time ſhall negle& no opportunity of itformings 
my ſelf of the tran/aQtions of chefe Parrs, being ſenſible how much you 
have obliged | .

POSTSCRIPT. 


Thought it needful to acquaint you that on the 21th. day of March, 
[| Anno. 1621.the Engliſh made a League of Peace with Maſſaſojer, who 
was Grand: father to the preſent King Philip, on the following Terms

vn Thax.neither he nor any of his thould injure or de hurt to any of our

2. That ifany of his did any harni to any of ours, that then he ſhould 
ſead the Offender unto us for puniſhment. 1 
' 3o Thatiif ay Ergliſb took any Goods belonging to the ſaid Maſſaſ9zt, or 
any of his I»dians, they ſhould reſtore them again : and he obliged himſelf 
to do the like, ; 

4. Thar if any of the Neighbours of the ſaid 2{ſsſoiet ſhonld make war 
agataſt him, the E»gi/þ ſhould affiſt him : and he obliged himſelf co affiſt 
thie Engliſh on che like occaſion, LOORED | 

; 5. That he ſhould inform his Neighbours and Confederates of theſe Co- 
venancs, that they might be carefal of wronging either party. 

- 6. That where any of his Indians came amongſt the Engliſh, they ſhould 
have no Bows or Arrows, or any other Arms with them. | 

7+ Thar in ſo doing, our Soveraign Lord King Fames ſhould eſteem him 
as his Friend and Ally. 

\ Theſe Articles were agreed on to the good ſatisfaftion and content of buth 
Parties ,/ and Maſſaſoiet was content to become the Subject of our Soveraign 
Lord King F «mez, his Heirs agd Succefſors, and gave tothe Engliſh all the 
Lands adjacent, and to theigHeirs for ever. | 

uſu 25th, day of September, in the year - 1639. this great Sachem 


Maſſaſoiet, wich Moanem his Son, came perſonally to che Court held at P4i-. 
mouth in New- England, and defired that the League and Confederacy for-

month: All which conditions the ſaid Maſſaſojet and Moanams his Son, for 
themſelves and their Succeſſors, did then faithfully promiſe to obſerve and 
keep; and the whole Court, in the name of the whole Governmeat for
